Cotton still is king throughout 
much of Mississippi, but the 
lowly shrimp and oyster are the 
royal family along Mississippi's 
scenic Gulf Coast, and the royal 
court includes the tasty crab and 
a wide variety of other inhabi- 
tants of Gulf waters. 

wiore than 1,300 boats and 
cloc3 to 6,000 people are em- 
ployed in the picturesque sea- 
food industry, which, according 
to present trends, is growing 
rapidly, 

The yield of oysters has in- 
creased 10 per cent during the 
fZirct half of 1955, compared 
with the same period in 1954, 
according to the -Aississipp! Sea- 
food Commission. lUndications 
also show that this year's shrimp 
catch on the Coast will exceed 
that of last year 
œ In the year ending July, 1954, 
a total of 209,144 barrels of oys- 
ters were caught, while 64,795 
barrels of shrimp were taken by 
fishermen along the Coast. Al- 
ready this year a total of 235,- 
601 barrels of oysters have been 
brought in, while the shrimp 
take totals 62,892 barrels with a 
peak fishing season not yet re- 
ported. 

The 765-mile strip of Coast 
boasts 8. plants which pack, 
can, deep freeze and process this 
abundant harvest of the Gulf. 
These industries represent a 
multi-million dollar industry 
which provides employment and 
payrolls for a large segment of 
the population and which sup- 
ports numerous other servicing 
industries. 

A major portion of the boats 
which operate along the Coast 
are engaged in catching shrimp 
and oysters, but each year since 
World War II an increasing 
number of boats have been add- 
ed to the fleets of menhadden 
fishers. This small oil producing 
fish is another of the post-war 
developments of this area. 

9 Thero ara optimistic hopes 
now for another new fishing in- 
dustry, Tuna canning.

In 1950 the Department of 
Commerce assigned a “floating 
laboratory” to the Gulf Coast 
for the purpose of seeking out 
not only the sources of Tuna, but 
to assist the other types of com- 


mercial fishing establishments to .

During the past few years the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Sərv- 
ice’s exploratory vessel Oregon 
has made interesting catches of 
yellowfin Tuna. Interest in Tuna 
was first aroused in 1951 when 
they were first geen in Gulf 
Coast waters in sufficient num- 
bers to warrant further investi- 
gation. 

Purpose of recent expeditions 
has been to determine the depth 
at which the tuna were running, 
to determine the best method for 
catching. them, and to find out 
in what seasons fishing is best. 
Catches during the past year of 
both Tuna and deep running 
shrimp have created consider- 
able interest and optimism in 
the seafood industry. 

Commercial Tuna companies, 
most of which are located on the 
West Coast, especially have been 
interested in results of the Gulf 
tests since Tuna fleets operating 
from the Gulf Coast would be 
considerably closer to the fish- 
ing grounds than from San Die- 
go, center of the industry now. 

A great majority of the popu- 
lace of the Gulf Coast, especially 
Biloxi, who glean their liveli- 
hood from the seafood industry 
are directly employed on shrimp 
trawlers and oyster boats, or 
work in factories which provide 
the nation’s dinner tables with 
the succulent seafood cocktails 
which most of us take for 
granted. x 

A smaller, though still large 
number, have been prospering in 
business related to the perpetua- 
tion of this important industry, 
although not all of them are di- 
rectly connected with the busi- 
ness of fishing.

most farms now, grazing for early, 
purchased lambs is assured.
